A HITCH WOULD BE WELCOMED NOW 


Prominent Soldiers in the Spanish Army Openly As-

Washington, October 17.—Information reached the war department that a high 
officer of the Spanish army very recently made a statement that had the Span- 
lards been aware of the condition of the army, its inability to withstand the hard- 
ships of @ campaign, its lack of medical and other supplies and general efficiency 
ag told in the American papers, the Spa niafds would not have given up, but would 
have continued fighting for a long time to came, fully believing that they would 
have been able to prevent the captute of Cuba by American arms. 

This statement is known to have been made to the American officers now in 
Cuba and causes some uneasiness in official circles as it may mean that the Span- 
jards are not yet ready to yield the ‘sland under the terms of the protocol. 

It is believed by officials in Washing ton that had it not been for the outcry 
made regarding the army and the cond uct of the war there never would have been 
any question raised by the Spanish peace commissioners regarding the Cuban debt. ~ 
It is pointed out under the protocol the sole question left for the commission was 
the settlement of the Philippines and that nothing was said about the Cuban 
debt or any other Cuban question. ; 

By those who are in position to know it ts asserted that the Madria govern- 
ment Was aware when it asked for peace and when negotiations were opened 
that it was useless to ask that the Cuban debt be taken into consideration by any 
commission and that it is only since the reports of the bad condition of the United 
States army has reached Madrid that the question has been raised. 


Temper of Spaniards in Cuba Is Feared. 


Another matter that causes grave consideration in the war department is the 
temper of the Spaniards in Cuba and the fear that the impression which now 
prevelig there may fead them to regard the American troops of not much account 
and act @ccordingly after the occupancy by the United States. 

The matter has been discussed in the war department and it is probable that 
when the troops are sent to Cuba there will be a force of such size and character 
as to give the islanders a different impression of the United States soldiers than 
they now entertain. 

“The tmpression among the Spaniards in Cuba,” said an officer in position to 
know what is going on, “is that the American soldiers are weak and puny, in- 
capable of withstan®®*mg fardships and whom it will be an easy matter to van- 
quish. This feeling may make it difficult for the Americans at first. The impres- 
sion is due to the charges that have been made against the war depart- 
ment with such virulence and insistence during the past few months.” 

It has become evident that the troops when sent to Cuba must be isolated for 
some time in their camps to avoid the danger of infection and the department is 
not quite clear that any useful purpose wil] be served by placing soldiers where 
their services cannot be available. While the wet season has now almost reached 
its end in Cuba, it is said that the yellow fever is more prevalent and dangerous 
in type just now than any time during the year. These conditions, however, will 
not continue long. 

Will Enlist Cubans in the Service. 

A proposition now under consideration looks to the emp!oyment of the Cubans 
as local gendarmes, it being urged that they would be more serviceable in main- 
taining order jn the towns than American soldiers, unacquainted with the Spanish 
language and Cuban customs.

Paris, October 17.—Inquiries made today 
at the offices of the French ministry of 
marine confirm the report pubiished by

Chicago, October 17.—The University of 
Chicago today conferred upon President 
McKinley the degree of doctor of laws. 
Hundreds of people applauded to the echo 
as the president of. the college placed 
around the shoulders of the nation’s execu- 
tive a hood of purple—purple to indicate, as 
Dr. Harper said, in Latin, that the receiv- 
er of the degree had ‘‘surpassed other men 
in native genius and devotion to it.’’

Explosion Occurred Just as a Tug Was

Margate, England, October 17.—The Brit- 
ish ship Blengfell, Captain Johnson, from 
New York, September 19th, for London, 
was destroyed by a sudden fire off this 
place early this morning. Nine of her crew, 
the captain, his wife and children, the first 
and second mates and a pilot perished. 

The Blengfel] was passing here in tow, 
on her way to London, at about 6:30 a. m. 
and was about four miles off the coast. 


smoke poured from her hatchways. The 
life boats immediately put off to her assis- 
tance, but before they were able to reach 
the burning vessel her masts fell and she 
Was burned to the water's edge. Her hull 
eventually drifted upon the Goodwin sands. 

The Blengfell had a quantity of naphtha 
on board and the smell of it was so strong 
during the voyage that the officers of the 
ships had to shift their quarters last even- 
ing. An explosion occurred just as the 
captain of the Blengfell had engaged the 
services of a tug which saved the survi- 
vors. |

BLI/ZARD SWEEPS 
THROUGH WEST 


Earliest Winter Storm. in South- 
west in Twenty-Five Years 


RAIN AND «SHOW PREVAIL 


Temperature Drops and Man and Beast 
Suffer In Consequence, 


TELEGRAPH WIRES ARE ALL BOWK 


Soldiers in Camp at Leavenworth Are 
Caught Unprepared and Are Suf- 
fering Acutely—Railway 
Traffic Has Been De- 
moralized. 


Kansas City, Mo., October 17.—The earll- 
est winter storm in the southwest in 
twenty-five years, and the worst early 
storm on record, has today almost com- 
pletely shut Kansas City off from wire 
communication with the south, the west 
and the north. An opening on the east has 
alone kept the city from being totally 
isolated. 

It has been raining for the past twenty- 
four hours. Saortly after midnight last 
rain turned to and the 
temperature dropped perceptibly. Steadily 
since then a heavy, wet snow, driven by a 
strong north wind, at points reaching tie 
velocity of a gale, has fallen. Hundreds 
of celegraph and telephone poles out in the 
open have either been blown down by the 


snow, 


| strong wind or broken by the weight of the 


snow-covered wires. 

At Fairmount Park, near Kansas 
and at Leavenworth, Kas., where portions 
of the Third and Fifth MisSouri and the 
Twenty-fifth and Twenty-second Kansas 
regiments, respectively, are encamped, 
many tents were blown down. and the sol- 
diers made to suffer acutely. The storm 
came up with great suddenness and caught 
many unprepared. 

Numerous cases of suffering to man and 
beast will doubtless be reported when com- 
munication shall have been resumed. Rail- 
way traffic, while more or less hampered, 
has not been badly interrupted, as far as 
can be learned. In Kansas City no serious 
damage has resulted.

AMERICANS WILL STAND FIRM 


Day and His Associates Positively De- 
cline To Assume Any Obligations. 


THE SPANIARDS CONTINUE TO INSIST

Paris, October 17.~The American com. 
missioners held their usual morning ges- 
sion today and entered upon the sixth joint 
Session at 2 oclock this afternoon.

$400,000,000. It should not be, however, un- 
derstood that the Americans, during the 
course of the controversy, have been un- 
mindful of grertain joca] burdens. like the 
municipal obligations of the Cuban c'tles. 
rafirO6ads and kindred properties, local and 
permanent. It should not be forgotten, 
however, that the American attitude in 
Cuba is theld not to be that of an acquir- 
ing power, either of territory. or of its real 
or conservative obligations.

JUDGE DAY GROWS EMPHATIC. 
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President of American Commission 
Says He Will Have No More Delay. 
London, October 17.—A dispatch to 

London news agency from Paris says: 
“Today (Monday) the conference reached 

a crisis for the firs time. Judge Day pre- 

sented the demands of the American com- 

mission in threatening words. He said that 
delay was the only possible object attain- 
able by the persistent efforts of the 

Spanish commissioners to saddle the 

United States with the Cuban debt, and 

would be tolerated no longer, as the United 

States would neither assume nor guarantee 

any part of the debt. 

“The Spaniards replied that this placed 
Spain in a position of repudiating or of re- 
ducing the face value of the Cuban bonds 
from §& to 60 per cent, paying only half 
the stipulated interest on the reduced value: 
Before they would adopt either alternative, 
they would surrender to the United States 
the entire Philippines. 

“Judge Day responded that the surrender 
of the Philippines would probably be de 
manded irrespective of the Cuban or any 
other debt.

NO SOVEREIGNTY OVER CUBA. 


Paris Correspondent of London Times 
Discusses Commission’s Work. 
London. October 18.—The Paris corre- 

spondent of The Times says: 

“At the gitting of the peace commission 
this (Monday) afternoon, the American 
commissioners officially—and it would seem 
definitely—rejected the idea of accepting 
sovereignty over Cuba for the United 
States. The Spanish commissioners there- 
upon remarked that Spain, having aban- 
doned such sovereignty under pressure 
from the United States and the United 
States having denied that sovereignty 
henceforth belongs to them, Guba is de 
facto in a state of anarchy, as an inter- 
mission of sovereignty cannot be viewed 
in any other light. 

“The American commissioners’ rejoined 
that without accepting sovereignty the 
United States considered themselves de- 
puted and bound tv maintain security for 
all the inhabitants, that they would not 
fail to introduce and uphold order, and, in 
short, that they would do all that was 
necessary to put the island as speedily as 
possible in a state of norma! organization, 
to be transformed at the earliest moment 
into a legal regularity satisfactory for the 
security of all. 

“Upon this the Spanish commiss'‘oners, 
with what seems striking logic, promptly 
replied that by the fact of the declaration 
just made them and of the United States 
undertaking to restore legality, order and 
sevurity, the United States were invested 
with inevitable sovereignty and conse- 
quently could not refuse to accept the con- 
sequences of such sovere'gnty, seeing that 
they admitted they could not tolerate the 
re-apse Into anarchy of an $slapd placed 
under their supervision and direction. 

“Notwithstanding these str’king objece 
tions, the American commissioners persist- 
ed in their refusal and offile!ully dec'ared 
that the United States canniut be consid- 
ered invested with sovereiguty and that 
they (the commissioners) could not deviate 
from this definite declaration. According 
to impressions I have been able to collect 


in various circlés unconnected w'th e‘ther 
side. but entitled to weight, the refusal 
of the United States tg not of so positive 
a character as would at first sight seem 
to result from the formal] declarations 
mentioned. 

“The reasonine given me {« this: 

“The United States has declared that it 
made a war not of conquest, but of lib- 
eration and order because they could not 
allow the prolongation at their very doors 
of a state of things which was in their 
eyes a blow to the cause of humanity 
and civilization. They therefore made a 
public declaration that the war was not 
one of conquest, and they now consider 
that by agreeing to be investsd with the 
sovereignty of Cuba they would give them- 
selves the appearance of having conquered 
the island for territorial aggrandizement. 
They refuse to give themselves the ap- 
pearance of a conquering nation. Hence, 
they positively reffise to accept that ca- 
pacity of sovereignty which would be in- 
cons'stent with the chararter of humani- 
tar.an disinterestedness essential to the 
honor of America. 

“The United States quite comprehend 
that their firm refusa] to aecept sover- 
eignty does not exclude obligation on the 
footing of justhe and equity, to make 
Spain real concessions as to financial bur- 
dens which would be crushing !f she were 
saddled with the whole Cuban debt. We 
may be certain that on this peint the 
Americans wil] be jess inflexible than on 
the principle of sovereignty. The proof, 
J am told, that the United States are dis- 
posed to meet Spain in an equitable fas)h- 
ion, is that the Spanish commissioners, 
who would not at first accept an invitation 
to dine with General Horace Porter until 
the end of the conference, have now becn 
accepted. 

“Friends if the United States here think 
‘t might have been better if they had pro- 
ceeded more openly, and if, instead of con- 
quering the island indirectly. the Wash- 
ington government had frankly accepted 
sovereignty in Cuba with all the rights and 
obligations involved.”

Camps at the Florida Metropolis Given 
a Thorough Investigation. 


THEY WORKED IN HEAVY RAIN 


Commissioners Go Through First Bri- 
gade of the First Division. 
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IOWA TROOPS ARE GIVEN A VISIT 


Board Finds the Hospitals and Com- 
missary Department in Apparent 
Good Condition. 


Jacksonville, Fla., October 17.—The war 
investigating commission spent the after- 
noon inspecting the camps in the immediate 
vicinity of Jacksonville. A heavy rain 
was falling during a part of the tour, but 
the commissioners performed their self- 
appointed task of going through the camp 
from one end to the other in a very 
painstaking manner. They took car- 
riages from the depot immediately after 
the arrival of the train at 12:30, and did not 
return until after nightfall. 

The commission separated intv divisions 
of three members earch, but the carriages 
kept pretty closely together in the main. 
They were escorted from point to point by 
General A. K. Arnold, who, in the ab- 
sence of Genera) Lee, igs in command of the 
corps, while Colonel! Curtis Guild, Jr., 
inspector general, led a cavalry detach- 
ment which accompanied them on their 
rounds. 

The party drove first to the headquarters 
of the First division, commanded by Gen- 
eral Lloyd Wiheaton, and after leaving this 
point made quite a thorough inspection of 
the camp of the First brigade of this di- 
vision, including the First Texas, the 
Second Louisiana and the Third Nebraska 
regiments. While here the members of the 
commission made a call upon Colone] Bry- 
an, who is personally acquainted with must 
of them. They found him almost com- 
pletely recovered from his recent itllness, 
but very much occupied in arranging for 
the mustéring out of the men in thts regi- 
ment relieved by the order of the war de- 
partment reducing the size of the com- 
panies of his regiment to the minimum of 
eighty men. He gaid he was making an 
especial effort to relieve the men who had 
families dependent upon them. 

Dodge Finds an Old Friend. 

A portion of the commission also made 
a@ special inspection of the Forty-ninth 
lowa regiment as a compliment to General 
Dodge, who found in its colonel, W. G. 
Dows, an old friend. A third regiment 
which received particular attention was 
the Second South Caarolina, because it 
was the newest regiment in the camp. 
The commissioners interviewed officers 
and privates alike, and made persona] vis- 
its to the quarters of both the men and 
their commanders. They lifted the covers 
from the commissary stores, went through 
the kitchens, visited the drug stores, in- 
spected the apparatus, talked with physi- 
Clans and nurses and made especial in- 
quiry in the method of conducting the hos- 
pital. All three of the division hospitals 
were visited and inspected, the commis- 
Sioners going through the tents and in some 
instances, where conversation was allow- 
able, talking with the patients. They 
found the patients to be apparently well 
cared for, and so far as couldebe discov- 
ered, they were as contented as sick men 
generally are. Many of them were read- 
ing books and magazines, but in a greater 
number of cases the men either held be- 
fore their eyes or clasped g¢losely in their 
arms jetters which had evidently been re- 
ceived from home. The patients were all 
found occupying clean-looking beds on cots, 
and in no instance was a hospital tent or 
pavilion found to be without a floor. In- 
deed, almost all the tents in the camp were 
floored. In many cases the hospital tents 
were effectually screened against flies and 
mosquitoes. 

‘ 
Only One Complaint Heard. 

But one complaint was heard in the en- 
tire round, and this was evidently not 
made in a spirit of fault-finding. Colonel 
Jones, of South Carolina, found fault with 
the climate, saying that fully & per cent 
of his men were ill and largely on this 
account. He also said some rations of re- 
frigerator beef had been received in bad 
condition, which was due to the weather. 

Summing up the results of the inspec- 
tion, General Dodge, chairman of the com- 
mission, said: 

“We have compared notes after the day’s 
work, and find that complaint was made 
from but one regiment during the day. 
This was the objection made to the cli- 
mate by Colone] Jones. We saw both of- 
ficers and men, sick and well, and we gave 
all an opportunity to be heard, asking the 
men, in the absence of their officers, if they 
had any criticism to make. We shall to- 
morrow begin the inquiry by examining the 
men under oath, and we hope if there are 
any shortcomings to thus uncover them.

Alfonso XII, where he remained two hours. 
Mr. Thomas was released after being sub-

American Book Store Ransacked. 

A few days ago an American book store 
Was ransacked and its proprietors were ar- 
rested and fined for selling the Cuban pa- 
pers Estrella Solitaria, Independeinte and 
Grito de Yara.

For jnstance, it is asserted 
that General Calixto Garcia has agreed to 
co-operate with the Americans and is ex- 
horting the Cubans to lay down their arms 
and accept the conditions imposed by the 
Americans. But the friends of the chief 
contradict these reports and say the insur- 
gent leaders are all earnest advocates and 
unfi.nching champions of the absolute inde- 
pendence of Cuba and that they wiil listen 
to no compromise. Therefore. they add, 
trouble is to De feared in tha. quarter. In- 
deed, some of the prominent Cubans go so 
far as to gay that any deviation from the 
original resolution of cor gress regarding 
Siuba will be met by open protest and 
armed opposition which, however, suicidal 
to Cuban aspirations, would mean much 
further troub.e, loss of life, privations and 
expense for the Americans. 

Whether from hidden motives or other- 
wise, the Spaniards encourage the Cubans 
in these jdeas and it is claimed that the 
Spanish delay in evacuating Cuba has much 
to do with this situation. The Spaniards, 
it is bel.eved, would in the event of hos- 
tillties between the Americans and Cubans 
join the latter against the American forces. 

There is already abuse in the distribution

Although All the Democratic Nominees 
Will Have Opposition. 


EXCEPTING GENERAL WHEELER IN FIGHTH 


Robbins’s Friends Are Confident They 
Will Defeat Aldrich, the Repub- 
lican—Other Alabama News.

There is no doubt but that the demo- 
cratic nominees will win without a strue- 
gle in all excepting the fourth and seventh 
districts, and in the seventh it appears to 
be almost a foregone conclusion that Hon. 
John I. Burnett will he elected by a 
handsome majority. Howard, the populist, 
by co-operating with the republicans, has 
represented this district for two terms, but 
he appears to have read the handwriting 
on the wall, for he declined to be a-candl- 
date again and the opposition to democra- 
cy has split into three factions and nomi- 
nated as many candidates. Governor 
Johnston and the state ticket carried the 
district in August by a handsome major- 
ity, and Burnett’s election Is believed to be 
a certainty. 

The battle ground of the campaign now 
on is in the fourth. There are only two 
nominees. Hon. Gaston A. Robbins, of 
Selma. a democrat, and Hon. William - 
Aldrich, of Shelby, a republican, who is 
the present incumbent and who was seat- 
ed bv the republican majority in the house 
over Hon. Thomas Plowman, of Talladega, 
who was elected by the democrats of the 
district, and authorized by the proper au- 
thorities in Alabama to represent the dis- 
trict.

He would be glad to communicate 
with any eligible persons who desire to at- 
tend as delegates.

CONSTITUTION IS FULLY DISCUSSED

Day’s Meetings Were Productive of 
Prolonged Discussion and Some 
Changes in Church Laws. 


— 


Washington, October 17.—Important ac- 
tion was taken by the respective bodies of 
the Episcopal council here today on two 
subjects which have caused much discus- 
sion ‘during the deliberations of those 
bodies. 

The house of bishops, in secret session, 
by a vote of 31 to 24, rejected propositions 
bearing on the subject of the re-marriage 
of divorced persons designed to take the 
place of those now in existence. The pres- 
ent canons on the subject therefore re- 
main in force. 

In the houge of deputies, after a de- 
bate which has continued several days, a 
step for. church unity was taken. The 
discussion on this subject was precipitated 
by the offering of an amendment to the 
constitution by Rev. Dr. Huntington, of 
New York, While agreeing with the princi- 
ple of this, the deputies finally decided to 
adopt a bricfer amendment offered by Mr. 
Faude, of Minnegota, as follows: 

But provision may be made by canon 
for the temporary use of other forms 
and diréctories of worship by congre- 
gations not already in union with this 
church, who are willing to ‘cept the 
spiritual oversight of the bishop of the 
diocese. 

The amendment, {f adopted by the bish- 
ops, will @o to the dioceses for action and 
must be passed by the next general con- 
vention before it betomes operative. 

Several resolutions of interest were 
sented this mornine at the house of depu- 
ties. Rev. Dr. Stuck, of Dallas, Tex., of- 
fered a resolution providing for the ap- 
pointment of a joint committee of depu- 
ties and bishops to consider ways and 
means for the erection of a memorial 
chapel at Jamestown, Va., where the first 
church of the Anglican denomination on 
this .continent was establishea. 

The resciution is the outcome of _ the 
pilgrimage of the delegates to Jamestown. 
last Saturday. Referred. 

A resolution. offered by Mr, Nelson, of 
western New York, was adopted, proviling 
that future meetings of the council so far 
as practicable should be held in unconse- 
crated buildings. 

Special Order Taken Up. 

The council then took up the special 
order—the consideration of the amendment 
to the constitution offered by Rev. Dr. 
Huntington, of New York, on the question 
of church unity. Rev. Mr. Faude, of 
Minnesota, offered a substitute for the 
Huntington amendment, which seemed 
satisfactory to Dr, Huntington, un- 
Ger the rules, was given the privilege of 
Closing the debate. He declined to delay 
the vote, however, merely saying he wished 
to express his thanks to Almighty God 
for the outceme. 

The substitute then was formally adopt- 
ed as an addition to article 10, of the con- 
stitution, the vote standing ayes cierical 
55, lay 51; noes Clerical 1, lay 4, and divided, 
Clerical 2. 

Article 11, as proposed by the committee 
on amendments to the constitution, led to 
a long debate. It deals with alterations 
and amendments the constitution, and 
as explained by Chairman Dix, proposes 
no revolutionary changes. It was agreed to.

ley, Kentucky, and Hall, of Vermont,

Lafayette, or, if we prefer to give him 
the title which his noble birth conferred 
upon him, Marquis de Lafayette, it 
becomes pertinent to review some of the 
salient features in the career of this 
peerless knight of liberty whom the na- 
tion thus proposes to honor. 

Though belonging to the aristocracy 
of france, Lafayette differed from the 
great majority of those bred in the pur- 
ple by preferring the cause of the people 
to the cause of the crown. When the 
war of the American revolution began in 
1776, he was barely nineteen years of 
age, but the spirit of liberty united 
with the ardor of youth made him eager 
to enlist under the flag of the oppressed 
colonies. He saw no immediate oppor- 
tunity in France of successfully espous- 
ing the cause of the people or of grati- 
fying his desire for military distinction, 
and after weighing the matter carefully, 
he decided to obey the impulse of his 
warm nature and offer his sword to 
Washington. At his own expense, and 
in gpite of some drawbacks, he fitted up 
a vessel for the trip across the perilous 
Atlantic, and in due season arrived at 
Georgetown, S. C. He was received 
with every mark of courtesy fand enthu- 
siasm, but he lost no time in making his 
way to Philade)phia, where congress was 
then in session. He offered to enter the 
army as a volunteer and to serve with- 
out pay, but on account of his military 
accomplishments, he was promptly given 
a commission on Washington’s staff. In 


the first engagement, at Brandywine, he) 


was severely wounded, but refused to re- 
tire until the crisis of the battle was 
over. He figured in several other impor- 


tant engagements of the fevolution. in- | 


cluding the triumphant denouement at 
Yorktown. But of even greater service 
to the cause of the Americans than his 
splendid military accomplishments was 
his powerful influence with the govern. 
ment of France, which was largely in- 
strumental in bringing about the alli- 
ance of 1778. Without the aid of France 
at this criticial juncture our struggle for 
independence might have proved fruit- 
less. In order to effect the alliance. Ia. 
fayette returned home for. geveral 


months, defraying out of his own pocket | 


the expenses incident to the mission. 
Between Washington and Lafavette 


there spranz up the warmest friendship | 


other | 


born of mutual esteem for each 
and nourished into buoyant life by the 
common hardships and sacrifices which 
they encountered in the struggle for 
liberty. In proof.of the cordiality of 
this attachment, Lafayette named one of 
his children in »onor of the command 
er-in-chief of the American forces. With 
the close of the revolutionary war the 
friendship which existed between the 
two illustrious heroes did not cease, but 
expressed itself through the interchange 
of frequent letters. When the Kastile 


fell in the course of the great struggle | 


for liberty in France, Lafayette, who 
was one of the principal leaders con- 
cerned in that event, sent the key of the 
celebrated prison thus  destroved to 
Washington, who then occupied the pres 
idential chair of the United States. This 
grim memento still hangs upon the walls 
of Mounts Vernon. 

France contributed other distinguished 
officers to the American revolutionary 


struggle, among them the gallant Baron |

DeKalb; but none of these 


sacrifices of fortune which must 


credited to Lafayette. While the revennes | 
of Lafayette were large he squandered 


them with lavish hand in the cause of 
American independence, purchasing food, 
clothing and ammunition for the desti- 


tute American patriots, besides making | 


other expenditures. Miserably ungrate 
ful would ‘this republic be not to appre- 
ciate the debt of love and honor which 
it owes to this lion-hearted nobleman 
of France. We have too long neglected 
to place over his grave in Paris some 
appropriate mark of our esteem, and we 
cannot put too much enthusiasm into 
the work of raising funds for the erec- 
tion of the proposed monument. We 
ought to build it so high that all other 
monuments in Europe will seem dwarfed 
in comparison with its stature, and we 
ought to fashion it of such material and 
in such grace as to make it worthy of 
the hero of two hemispheres. Liberty’s 
holy flame has never blazed in the bos- 
om of one more purely devoted to the 
rights of man than Lafayette, and the 
citizens of this country for which he 
suffered and sacrificed so much cannot 
regard him with more veneration than 
he deserves. :

the United States after the _ rev- 
Olutionary struggle. First, in the 
flush of his prosperous days, he came 
over in 1784, and then again some forty 
years later he came over in the Stress of 
poverty and adverse fortune to bid fare- 
well to the beloved country for whose 
liberties he had fought. Each time he 
was received with national honors, but 
when he came the last time he was 
voted the princely sum of $200,000 by 
congress and given extensive tracts of 
land in this country. Shortly after re- 
turning to France he died. We have 
not considered it necessary in this con- 
nection to review the part which La- 
fayette took in the revolution in France. 
Suffice it to say that he was actuated 
by the same spirit of liberty which fired 
him in the American revolution. He 
sleeps today in one of the cemeteries of 
Paris, where his grave is unmarked, ex- 
cept by the plainest stone. 

If the commission entrusted with the 
task of doing honor to the memory of 
Lafayette succeeds in realizing its ex- 
pectations, the sum of $250,000 will be 
raised in the United States on Wednes- 
day. ‘The plan of the commission igs to 
unveil the monument in Paris on July 
4, 1900. At this time the Paris ex- 
position will be in full blast: and, more- 
over, the anniversary of the nation’s 
birthday is the proper time to thus cele- 
brate the part which Lafayette took in 
bringing about that event. In the erec- 
tion of this monument the United States 
will evince her good will to France. and 
at the same time requite the favor of 
that country in presenting to her Bar- 
tholdi’s great statue. Appropriate ex- 
ercises will be held in the public schools 
ef Atlanta Wednesday, and handsome 
contributions will, no doubt, be made 
by the pupils. 
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A Warning to Cranks, 
A recent telegram from Peking furn- 
ishes a new reason for the removal of 
the emperor of China, which will be of 


interest to a great many people. 


it is said that the emperor was in fa- ° 


vor of a great many reforms in govern- 
ment. He had been listening to some 
Western tourists Who gave him ideas as 
to how things were managed in Europe 
and America. He slowly arrived at the 
conclusion that old fogy ways would 
not do, and that he should enter upon an 
era of reform. “He wanted too many 
reforms,” the dispatch says, and the 
Officers, of course, immediately put him 
Where he could not earry his designs 
into execution. 

This is a strong hint that the emperor 
had become a crank. In other parts of 
the world, the crank has become so com- 
monpiace that no attention is paid to 
his existence. But the appearance in 
China of a specimen of this new order of 
being in so prominent a person as the 
emperor himself, set the people at their 
Wits for an escape from his mental va- 
garies, 

It is well known that capital punish- 
ment is regarded as the most expeditious 
medium of reform in China. Every offi- 
cer carries around with him his short 
sword, with which to put himself out 
of the way whenever he makes a mis- 
tale, A bank teller who cannot ac- 
count for the cash on hand is expedited 
to a region where will have. plenty 
of time for casting up his accounts. 
When, therefore, it became evident that 
the emperor had introduced a new kind 
of disturbance, the staid celectials re- 
solved to apply the usual summary rem- 
edy, softening it a little out of consid- 
eration for his imperia] highness, but 
putting him out of the way just as ef- 
fectually as if he had been ticketed to 
the region of his ancestors.

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Gomez as President. 

To those who have sympathized with 
the desire of the Cuban people for in- 
dependence, the suggestion of the veter- 
an general, Gomez, for the presidency of 
the new republic, will be received with 
appreciation. 

When the struggle for Cuban freedom 
Shall have ended, the name of Gomez 
will become a new talisman for those 
who love liberty. For three years he 
has led an unarmed, undrilled and starv- 
ing people against the intrenched wealth 
and strength of a brave military power. 
He, during that struggle has demon- 
strated his right to be regarded as one 
of the leading military men of the cen- 
tury. In the performance of such civ- 
ic duties as came to him, he has exhib- 
ited every element of statesmanship. He 
is pre-eminently the one great Cuban 
who record would entitle him to the 
confidence of his people, and in whose 
assured conservatism the rights of neu- 
tral and former enemies would be re- 
spected, 

With Gomez president, the new 
Cuban republic would avoid many mis- 
takes Which would be sure to happen 
under the administration of one not so

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Booker Washington’s Speech. 

It is not often that Booker T. Washing- 
ton, the well known colored educator, 
utters sentiments which may be criti- 
cised, or plays to the grand stand for 
popular applause, The recognition which 
has been extended to him by the white 
leaders of the country has been because 
of his practical acceptance of inevitable 
conditions, and his efforts to arouse his 
people to work within possible lines of 
development, 

It is with some disappointment, there- 
fore, that certain expressions used ‘by 
Professor Washington, in his jubilee 
speech, were read. because these expres- 
sions are a departure from his previous 
practical views. When Professor Wash- 
ington talls for the dissipation of the 
prejudices which “separate us in busi- 
ness or Civil relations,” he speaks about 
prejudices which do not exist. 

There has been no. time 
the colored man did not 
readily in business and civil 
every claim to which his bus- 
iness or civil capacity entitled him. 
The trouble is that we must read between 
the lines to find out the real cause of 
complaint made by certain colored agi- 
tators, when they talk about “business 
and civil relations,” because while using 
these terms, they really mean socia] re- 
lations. 

There is a prejudice, a distinction, a 
mark, or whatever else people may 
choose to call it, ‘between the races, 
placed there by nature. which only na- 
ture’s God can remove, and interference 
with which is as unwise as it is impos- 
sible. When a colored man has an in- 
vention to add to our store of knowl- 
edge; when he has a superior skill of 
which the business world is in need, he 
will get just as much for it as though 
his skin were white. But when he goes 
beyond this, and wants genera] admis- 
sion into parlors and society and other 
places resting upon social distinction, 
he must recollect that a different rule

receive , 


| prevails, and that that rule was written 


by Almighty God Himself. 

All of this leads us to the conclusion 
that when Professor Washington dep- 
recated any prejudice which separated the 
races in “business or civil relations,” he 
was but talking to the grand stand, and 
when he escapes from the enthusiasm 
of Chicago and returns to the regular 
performance of routine duty in Tuske- 
gee, he will take a more practical view 
of the situation. 

The Haggling in Paris. 

The negotiations which are now going 
on between the American and the Span- 
ish commissioners cannot be said to 
be altogether satisfactory. 

It is not that there can be any dan- 
ger of the result, since American public 
opinion will take care of that. But the 
invitation which has been given to the 
Spanish commissioners to haggle with 
those of the United States upon equal 
terms, is likely to be misunderstood. 
When the victory won by our arms was 
so complete that there was no recourse 
left to Spain except surrender, that sur- 
render should have been complete, with- 
out any aftermath of negotiation. Al- 
ready there is some danger that, by a 
trick of sharp diplomacy, and becoming 
intrenched behind certain recognized 
rules of international law, the Spaniards 
may make trouble about the possessiqn 
of the Philippine islands. While Spain 
is without ability to fight for their re 
tention, yet her indisputed sovereignty 
over them is sufficient to allow of ne- 
gotiation with other powerss The United 
States amid the general acclaim of 
friendship from the governments of Eu- 
rope, should remember that many of these 
voiceg are hollow indeed, and that one of 
the penalties of greatness is to stir up 
the enmity of rivals. As Spain recedes 
farther and farther from the hour of her 
crushing defeat, she may be able to gain 
new friends, who will seek to make ad- 
vantage out of her misfortunes and to 
become the heir of some of her posses- 
sions. 

The president should at once put an 
end to this interminable interchange of 
highly wrought views between the com- 
missioners, and give the Spaniards the 
ultimatum to get outeor take the conse- 
quences. 
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Woman’s Part in War’s Peril. 

Side by side with the gallant heroes 
who have achieved distinction in the late 
war with Spain must be placed that 
gentle daughter of New York and that 
sweet angel of the whole nation, Miss 
Helen Gould. We have before com- 
mented upon the unselfish liberality of 
Miss Gould in ministering with such 
bountiful contributions of money to the 
welfare of our soldiers in camp, but we 
cannot praise too often or too lavishly 
such noble generosity of spirit. What 
this country owes to Miss Gould cannot 
be summed up in the several contribu- 
tions which she has made from time to 
time, since the greater portion of the 
debt must be computed in the spared 
lives and increased comforts which she 
has brought to our brave American vol- 
unteers. 

With means enough at her command 
to surround her with greater pomp than 
some of the queens of Europe can 
Miss Gould has preferred to dedicate her 
resources to the happiness of others 
rather than to the glorification of her- 
self. We do not mean to throw con- 
tempt upon the taste for social leader- 
ship and prestige which iis one of the 
predominant traits of our American wo- 
men: but Miss Gould has cared for none 
of these things. She 
herself the luxuries for which her re 
fined 
stead of squandering her wealth wpon 
handsome steam yachts or upon brilliant 
masquerade balls, she hag preferred to 
expend it in benefactions upon worthy 
objects. In adopting this course she 
may have sacrificed the splendor which 
atteches to recognized ascendancy in 
the social realm, but in bountiful recom- 
pense she has won the allegiance which 
attaches to indisputed royalty in the 
kingdom of unselfish deeds. Embalmed 
in the sweet incense of her pure and 
noble spirit. the name of Miss Helen 
Gould will continue to live when most 
of her gentle contemporaries are for- 
gotten.

equal willingness have devoted them- 
selves to the welfare of our soldiers in 
hospital and in camp.

If the late 
war places us under obligations to our 
brave men who have fearlessly endured 
the vicissitudes of war in defense of 
the country’s flag, it also places us un- 
der obligations to cur brave women 
who have unflinchingly faced the hard- 
ships of the hagpital and the camp, and 
thus proven that like the ancient vestals 


‘they can be relied upon to keep perpet- 


ually burning the fires of liberty and of 
patriotism.

~ One of the most important questicns t9 
come before the legislature when it meets 
a week from Wednesday will be the matter 
of an appropriation for the maintenance of 
the prison commission which the last legis- 
lature created, and the suggestion has 
just been made that there be no appro- 
priation at all. In other words, it is pro- 
posel to make the commission use the 
profits arising from the new lease of the 
eenvicts to purchase land, build houses 
and stockades, and generally to equip the 
property tl.at is to be used in future as @ 
central Georgia penitentiary. It is pointed 
out that if such profits can be utilized for 
a few years Georgia will have a magnif- 
icent penitentiary, and that it will not 
only not cost the state a cent, but that, by 
exercise of reasonable economy, the com- 
mission shovld be able to pay back invo 
the treasury the $50,000 which was given it 
by the legislature last year. This would 
square the accounts all round. 

Just how the commission's 
stand no one will know until their annual 
report is sent to the governor, but it is 
safe to say that a pretty big hole has been 
made in the $50,000 advanced. Chairman

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THE CITY OFFICIALS HAVE NOT 
given up the fight for water bonds. Al- 
though defeated by a small majority at the 
last city primary, it has been decided to 
hold another bond election some time next 
year, the date not yet selected. Those in- 
terested believe that with conditions more 
favorable, the bonds will be carried. 

Alderman Woodward introduced in coun- 
cil yesterday afternoon an ordinance seek- 
ine the necessary authority from the legis- 
lature for council to issue $200,000 in water 
bonds, provided two-thirds of the registered 
voters favored the bonds. There was some 
diseussior. on the subject, in which Coun- 
cilman Lumpkin made a vigorous attack on 
the proposed issue. The resolution was 
carried, however, Mr. Lumpkin being the 
only: negative voter. 

“I am _ surprised,” said Mr. Lumpkin, 
“that Alderman Woodward should bring 
this matter up again when the people have 
already acted. I am also surprised that he, 
as a member of the water board, should 
have taken the position he has on this bond 
question. At the beginning of this adminis- 
tration the municipal boards started out 
with the intention of keeping out of polli- 
tics. During the bond election 1 6aw em- 
ployees of the city, white and black, from 
the water department and from the sani- 
tary department, leaving their duties ail 
over town and working for the bonds. I 
do not know who paid all the expenses 
ef those big signs and the bond literature 
and placards distributed over the city. It 
was certainly not the duty of the city to 
do so. 

“That election should have been unbiased. 
The water officials went out and urged the 
people to vote against the people's wishes. 
It should have been a free public expres- 
sion. It was all wrong. They even had 
no tickets printed against the bond issue. 
I voted against it and I had to write my 
own ticket.” 

‘“‘Will you please tell me why it fis neces- 
sary to have tickets against the bonds 
when no vote was the same as a vote 
against them?” asked Alderman Woodward. 

“Every man has the right to register 
his vote either for or against a proposition 
in this free country,’’ was the reply. 

Mr. Lumpkin then insisted that the ne- 
cessity for water extensions had been mis- 
represented; that there were not such great 
demands for new water pipe, and that ty- 
phoid fever did-not result so much from 
the use of well water. 

“T have been waiting for him to run 
down,” interrupted Mr. Woodward, “to 
make the point that he is out of order, 
as the merits of the water bond issue are 
not being considered.”’ 

Chairman Dimmock ruled the point well 
taken and told Mr. Lumpkin he would have 
to confine his remarks to whether the 
council shoulda ask for the authority to call 
another water bond election.

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TWENTY TO GET DISCHARGES. 


Twenty Hospital Corps Men at Fort

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CONTRARY TO EXPECTATIONS THE 
counci] held a busy session at the city 
hall yesterday afternoon. Several matters 
of importance came up,.and the meeting 
lasted nearly four hours. Mayor Pro Tem. 
Dimmock presided, and nearly all the 
members were present. 

The Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany applied for several franchises 
throughout the city, but none on Mi€chellt 
Street, between Broad and Loyd, as was 
announced. The electric railway committee 
in secret session last week was notified 
that the Consolidated would apply for this 
franchise. 

The petitions of the cOmpany asked for 
the privilege of extending tracks to the 
city limits via Hurt and Decatur streets 
from Edgewood avenue: for an extension 
from the junction of Spring and Simpson 
streets to the city limits; for the privilege 
of abandgning about 600 feet of the Spring 
street line from Simpson street to West 
Peachtree street, and operating its West 
Peachtree line in connection with its 
Peachtree line; for the privilege of extend- 
ing the Loyd street line from Hunter to 
Waverly place; for authority to double 
track its West End line, beginning at the 
intersection of Peters and Park streets, 
along Park street to Lee street, and along 
Lee street to Gordon street. 

All the petitions were referred to the 
committee on electric and other railways, 
which meets at the city hafl at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon. It is probable a report on 
the franchise fight will be formulated at 
this session. 

More Power for Recorder. 

Alderman Woodward introduced an im- 
portant resolution, which was passed, giv- 
ing the city recorder power to try certain 
misdemeanor occurring inside the 
city Hmits and allowing the fines to be 
paid to the city.

“He has no right to excuse any one in 
this court.

Clerk,”’ he said.

EATERS 
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FOUGHT IN POLICE PRISON 


White Woman and Soldier Have Lively 
Bout. 


THE OFFICERS CALLED “TIME”

Gertrude Coleman, of Suicide Notorie- 
ty, Was the Woman—Raid Made 
in a Broad Street House. 


A white woman and a soldier had a 
lively fight in the police barracks last 
night at half-past 9 o’clock while both 
were under arrest and waiting to be taken 
back into the prison. There wasn’t but 
one. round, but it was a lively,one and 
those who witnessed the bout said they 
believed the woman came out first best. 

The.couple were arrested in a raid made 
on a house at No. 6544 Broad street, in 
which two women and three soldicrgs were 
taken in charge for raising a row. 

When the crowd reached the police bar- 
racks Gertrude Coleman, a woman who 
made herself noted as a would-be suicide 
a short while appeared to be in a 
most hilarious mood and she danced and 
sang, and in her gay evolutions she caught 
hold of M. Tenny, one of the. soldiers. 
Tenny was in no temper for foglishness 
and he tolad the woman to let him alone. 
This made the half-drunken woman angry 
and she hit the soldier in the face with 
her fist. The soldier, acting on Roderick 
Dhu'’s motto: “He rights such wrongs 
where they are given, aye though ‘’twere 
in the court of heaven,’’ punched the wo- 
man under the chin with his left. She 
landed lightly on his jaw with her right. 
He gave an under cut with his right which 
she missed by a clever duck. With a 
feint she made him dodge and while he 
Was on the dodge she sent out her right 
cleverly and landed on dis nose. Just 
as he was about to send her to the ropes 
with his right the officers called ‘‘time.”’

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Governor Atkinson has received from 
Colonel John S. Candler, of the Third Geor- 
gia regiment, United States volunteers, a 
letter of notification to the effect that he 
has sent hig resignation as colonel of the 
Third regiment to Adjutant General Cor- 


bin. > 

Colonel Candler resigns his position in 
the volunteer service to remain on the 
bench. His resignation leaves the regiment 
without a colonel and the question as to 
who will be his successor ig causing con- 
siderable interest. 

Colonel Candler’s letter to Governor At- 
kinson, which is as follows, gives a full ex- 
planation of why he resigned: 

“Camp Northen, Griffin, Ga., October 1b, 
1898.—_To His Excellency Governor W. Y. 
Atkinson, Atlanta, Ga. Sir:. 1 have this 
day forwarded to the adjutant generai of 
the army my resignation as colonel of the 
Third Georgia voiunteer infantry. When 
you, as governor, did me the honor to 
designaic s8e to command the regiment due 
from the state of Georgia to the federal 
service, under the second call for troops in 
the war with Spain, I accepted the same 
hoping to be able to so use the experience 
that Il had obtained at the expense of the 
state by long service in the militia as 
would reflect credit upon Georgia, and be 
valuable to those men Offering their ser- 
vices at the state’s call. It required much 
labor, much time and a great deal of per- 
gonal expense to each of the officers ap- 
pointed by you to raise this regiment. It 


LIEUTENANT COLONEL ROBERT L. BERNER, 


Wibose Friends Say That He Will Be Promoted to the Rank of 
Colonel of Third Georgia Regiment, 
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Was not completed and I was not mustered 
into the service until the 20th of August, 
1898. At that time active hostilities had 
ceased, but there was still a probability of 
the regiment being needed for service in an 
unhealthy country at an unhealthy season 
of the year, and so long as these probabili- 
ties existed I thought it my duty to remain 
in the service, not being willing for any 
officer or man of the regiment to be sub- 
jected toa any danger that I did not share. 

“The war department has decided, for the 
present, not to use the regiment in this 
service; if it is used at all, it will not be 
unti] all danger from disease due to cli- 
matic conditions, Or from any other source, 
Will be passed. Under these circumstances 
I do not feel that the government serviée, 
the state nor the men in the command will 
be injured by my retirement, and I do not 
feel that I violate any obligation, personal 
Or otherwise, in chosing to return to the 
discharge of my duties in civil life. 

“I beg to assure your excellency that I 
have arrived at this conclusion only after 
careful deliberation and that I sever my 
connection with the officers and men com 
posing this regiment with great reluctance 
and have decided to do so only in obedience 
to what I think is my duty to my familv, 
and following the advice of a great many 
friends and good citizens in the judicial cir 
cult over which I have had the honor to 
preside for more than two years. Had the 
regiment been called upon to perform any 
service that carried: with it any danger to 
health or life to its officers or men it would 
have been my pleasure and duty to have 
remained in its,command. 

“I beg to aséure your excellency of my 
appreciation of the great honor done me by 
your appointment and trust that my action

in thus tendering my resignation wil] be 
approved by your judgment and will in no 
event be a source of any embarrassment to 
you. With great respect I am most obedi- 
ently yours, JOHN 8S. CANDLER.”’ 

Lieutenant Colonel Robert L. Berner is 
next in the command of the regiment after 
Colonel Candier and is in direct line of pro- 
motion. His friends say he will be pro- 
moted to the >ffice of colonel of the regi- 
ment and will assume command as soon as 
the appointment can be made. 

Lieutenant Colonel Berner has been with 
the regiment since its encampment at Grif- 
fin and is one of’the most popular officers. 
He is well liked by the members of the 
regiment. 

The name of Colonel uscar J. Brown, 
commander of the Second Georgia regi- 
ment, now on furlough and under orders to 
muster out, is prominent!y mentioned as 
the successor of Colonel Candler. 

Colonel Brown is well known as the 
commander of the Second regiment, which 
is regarded as One of the best disciplined 
regiments in the volunteer service. He was 
one of the most popular colonels in the ser- 


vice and won high praise on account of the 
excellence of hig command. 

Governor Atkingon is at present couafined 
to his bed and has not taken up the matter 
of appointing a successor to Colonel Cand- 
ler. He will give no intimation of who will 
probably be the new colonel of the regi- 
ment.

GUILTY OF DISCRIMINATING 


Georgia Railroad Commission Finds 
Against the Georgia Northern. 


IT ADMITTED MAKING PROMISES 


But It Denied Having Paid Rebates. 
The Penalty May Be Suspended 
for the Present. 


The state railroad commission met yes- 
terday and went over the complaint against 
the Georgia Northern railroad. The com- 
plaint was made by Mr. Martin Amorous, 
president of the Sparks, Moultrie and Gulf 
railroad. The latter road runs from Sparks 
on the Georgia Southern and Florida west 
to Moultrie, Colquitt county. The Georgia 
Northern extends from Pidcock on the 
Brunswick and Western north to Moultrie. 
The two lines are, therefore, competitors 
for the Moultrie traffic. 

Mr. Amorous complained that the Geor- 
gia Northern was giving repates to pi 
trons, and named one firm of naval stores 
manufacturers as having received rebates 
of 7 cents per ‘barrel on turpentine shipped 
by the Georgia Northern from near Moul- 
trie to Savannah. The complaint was made 
last April and the case was argued last 
week before the commission. In the argu- 
ment for the defense Mr. Smith, counsel, 
admitted that his company had promised 
to give a rebate, but he stated that none 
had been paid. 

After discussing the evidence yesterday, 
the commissioners came to the conclusion 
that the Georgia Northern had violated the 
commission’s rules against discriminations. 
This made the company liable to a fine, 
but che commissioners were in some doubt 
whether to institute immediate proceedings 
to enforce the penalty or give the matter 
another direction, and this point was not 
finally determined. 

When the case was argued Mr. Smith, for 
the defendant road: charged that the 
Sparks, Moultrie and Gulf was not an in- 
corporated company, and that it was going 
around in the forests down in Colquit 
county picking up business wherever it 
could be found. Mr. Amorous replied that 
his road was a timber iine, and that when 
the trees were cut off in one section, the 
rails were taken up and moved to another 
place “where there was timber, and if 
freight was found in its neighborhood his 
company hauled it. 


ARE FIGHTING THE SCALPERS. 


Merchants and Travelers Are Making 
a Vigorous Crusade.

Indicative of a Strong Resisting Power 
in Railroad Stocks. 


COALERS WERE WEAKEST 


Market Later Recovered and the Close 
Was Firm at About Top for 
the Day. 


New York, October 17.—A scrutiny of the 
list of changes in prices today will show 
that nearly z#ll of the railroad stocks dealt 
in have net gairs cf a sma!) fraction. Con- 
sidering the number of unsett.ing episodes 
in ythe day’s market, these cains, though 
small, indicate a strong resisting power in 
stocks, Although the opening was slightly 
higher in sympathy with the rise in Lon- 
don, the tendency of prices turned dowa- 
ward early in the day under tne influence 
of a break in Tobacco on apprehension that 
the supreme court would deliver today a 
decision Sutavorabic to the railreads in 
the Case to test the legality of the joint 
<raffic association. Although this decision 
has long been anticipated and although the 
opinion is almost universally held that it is 
to be unfavorable to the railroads in con- 
sonance with the decision in the Trans- 
Missouri case, the bull party shows great 
timidity as to the effect of the court's 
ruling. The coalers. were subjected to at- 
tack by the bears, and tne valuation of 
the stock lowered to an extent surprising 
even for these much belabored securities, 
New Jersey Central fell an extreme 54, 
and the decline in the rest-of the group 
ranged from 1%'to 3. The price of Lacka- 
wanna was bid down over 12 points- from 
the last sale, but no stock was offered. 
About the same time Metropolitan Street 
Railway broke 3% points and the whole list 
touched the lowest prices of the day. None 
of the active railroad stocks fell over 12 
points net. The weakening of the new 
federal steel securities after the opening 
activity and strength was also a bear fac- 
tor. Tobacco was dealt in minus dividend 
of a 2 per cent dividend, and 1% in addi- 
tion was knocked off the price. Then came 
Support and before the close of the day 
the shorts wrere driven ¢o cover by a 
rise of 5%. Sugar was also well supported 
ali day. London was a buyer in this mar- 
ket especially of the Pacifics. The cover- 
ing by the bears in the coalers worked re- 
coveries ranged up to 244 in New Jersey 
Central and the news that there was no 
decision in the joint traffic association case 
induced covering by room traders in the 
general list.

For 
years the sawer of wood hes been willing 
to do allthe sawing that came his way 
for 75 cents, but now he will pass your 
pile of unsawed wood and leave it behind 
him, altaough he may aAave not a penny 
to buy a piece of bread. So far the trust 
is absolute and not a sawyer can be found 
who has not entered into it. In many 
backyards cords f wood are piled up 
wuiting the touch of gaws. The people at 
first thought they had only found few 
sawyers who wanted to ro» them, but tae 
truth has dawned upon all who have wood 
to be sawn—it is a trust, small it may be 
in one way, but gigantic enough to cause 
great expense and much trouble to a large 
portion of the city’s population. 

Of the 30 men who saw wood in Atlanta 
there is not one who is whole and sound. 
Every one of them is a piece of mortality, 
with either an eye, a leg, an arm or a foot 
gone. By one of thvuse fateful arrange- 
ments of the affairs of men the sawing of 
wood has been left to the halt and the 
blind. So it is wondered at how such a 
class of nondescript citizens. could ever 
get clase enough tggether to form a trust. 
This is how it has been told to the police: 

Last summer one Jack Jones, an oldtime 
sawyer, took it into his head that he was 
not making enough money, 30 he expressed 
his views to a brother sawyer and the two 
agreed thata raise of price would be a 
great blessing. Three or four sawyers were 
called in and they declared themselves a 
committee to notify all the other sawyers 
in the city. This was summer time, when 
the sawyers have nothing much to do. One 
by one all of them were seen and from 
each was exacted a promise that on and 
after October Ist no wood would be sawed 
for less than $l a cord. The contpact was 
carried out and up to date a sawyer cannot 
be found in the city who will saw for less 
‘than the trust price. 

An ordinary sawyercan saw up three 
cords of wood a day—that is, of pine wood. 
Sawing a cord of wood means sawing it 
into sticks of stove wood length, splitting 
each piece once and then piling it all away 
where it is wanted What an able-bodied 
man could do ig not known, but even the 
piece of mortality which handles a wood 
saw Can take care of three cords of wood. 
allowing all the time necessary for smok- 
ing a clay pipe and eating the free @inner 
that is generally handed out. 

People who have wood to saw are refus- 
ing 'o pay the trust price and are waiting 
in the hope of finding som3 one who is 
willing to work as an independent. 

Jack Jones, the leader of the trust, was 
seen by a police officer last Saturday and 
was asked what the sawyers meant by 
raising the price, and he laughed and 
said: 

“Some ob de white folks b’lieves in mak- 
ing de nigger pay de riz in de price of ba- 
con and cornmeal and de nigger is jest.er 
talliatin’ a little.’’

RENDERS JUDGMENTS

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Berry v. The State. Before Judge Candler. 

Fulton superior court. 

Little, J.—1. It is the province of the court 
to construe the law applicable in the trial 
of.a criminal case, and of the jury to apply 
the law, so construed, to the facts in evi- 
dence. While the impaneled jurors are 
made absolutely and exclusively judges of 
the facts ot the case, they are in this sense 
only judges of the law 

2. The opprobrious words or abusive lan- 
guage which may, under the provisions of 
cur code, be given in evidence as a: justi- 
fication for an assault cr an assault and 
battery, are such as are used by the person 
assaulted or beaten to the accused, at the 
time of the assault or assault and battery.
